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Proposals for GM plant are ready 


Madison and St. Clair counties are 
well represented as proposals to at- 
tract a new General Motors Corp. 
plant are prepared by communities 
throughout the country. 

The Illinois Department of Com- 
merce and Community Affairs plans 
to deliver 108 proposals for sites in 
more than 60 Illinois communities to 
GM officials in Detroit Wednesday, 
according to Governor James R. 
Thompson. 


AMONG THOSE are several in 
this region. The Southwestern Il- 
linois Leadership Council, headed by 
Carl Mathias of Granite City, is pro- 
posing several sites in Madison and 
St. Clair counties. 

Glen Wilson, Pontoon Beach 
Village Board president, also has 
submitted details on a possible site 
for the plant. 

In addition, East St. Louis Mayor 
Carl Officer is offering a site in his 
city and the Norfolk & Southern Cor- 
poration has a site proposed in this 
area 

GRANITE CITY did not submit 
plans since GM's rules prohibit 
building in any floodplain area, even 
if it is protected by a levee. Granite 
City officials have, however, given 
their support for locating the plant 
anywhere in this area, where it 
could provide employment to local 
residents. 

The proposed GM Saturn plant is 
expected to employ approximately 
6,000 persons. 

Governor Thompson noted, ‘“Thé 
response to our call for local input 
has. been overwhelming. Site pro- 


posals have come from every region 
of the state. 

“THE QUALITY of the proposals 
attests to the enthusiasm that exists 


‘in Illinois for bringing those 6,000 


Saturn jobs to our state. Community 
leaders obviously have put in many 
hours of hard work and lots of im- 
agination,” the governor noted. 

“One community delivered T- 
shirts with the town name and 
another sent a videotape extolling 
the community’s virtues. A- third 
chartered a private plane to deliver 
their proposal before the deadline. 

“The most emotional plea came 
from a town in Southern Illinois 
which sent, along with their site pro- 
posal, nearly 300 letters from 
unemployed residents. The letters 
are being turned over to the Job Ser- 
Vice to see what immediate 
assistance can be provided,” he 
said 


HE REPORTED that 79 com- 
- munities and organizations submit- 
ted 179 site proposals. DCCA of- 
ficials eliminated those proposals 
which failed to meet GM’s minimum 
site standards, such as acerage and 
proximity to interstate highway, rail 
and air service. The Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation and the Il- 
linois Environmental Protection 
Agéncy aided DCCA in the review 
process. 

The Leadership Council of 
Southwestern Illinois agreed im- 
mediately that a site in either 
Madison County or St. Clair County 
would aid the economy of the entire 
jJarea and agreed not to favor either 


county in the selection of proposed 
sites. 

The governor commended such 
actions, saying, ‘“‘Many com- 
munities have put aside differences 
and joined forces to propose sites 
that would benefit a region of the 
state, as opposed to’ a particular 
community. I believe this type of 
cooperation will impress GM and 
enhance IHinois’ chances of landing 
the Saturn project.” 


DCCA DIRECTOR Michael T. 
Woelffer commented, ‘‘The pro- 
posals we take to Detroit will pro- 
vide GM officials witha wealth of in- 
formation on Illinois. GM _ has 
assured me that they are willing to 
spend all day with us Wednesday, if 
necessary, going over the propos: 

“A team of my top marketing ex- 
ecutives, each with expertise in a 
particular region of.the state, will 
accompany’ me to Detroit so that 
they can readily answer’ any ques- 
tions that might arise during GM’s 
initial review process. 

“But our efforts won't end 
Wednesday. We expect to continue 
to communicate frequently-with GM 
until a site for the Saturn plant is 
selected. GM already has applauded 
IMlinois’ approach of having a single 
government entity coordinate the 
submission of site proposals and we 
inte to keep Illinois high on GM’s 
list of possible sites for the Saturn 
plant,”’ Woelffer said. 

SPECIFIC details on proposed Il- 
linois sites, as well as state.and local 
incentive packages, are being kept 
confidential so other states will not 


have a competitive edge, Woelffer 
said. zs 

Madison County sites | proposed 
are believed to include: along in- 
terstate 55-70 on both sides of the 
270 junction. St. Clair County sites 
are: adjacent to the Belle Vailey In- 
dustrial Park in Belleville; at In- 
terstate 64 and’ Route 158 near 
O'Fallon, and a 1,100-acre site bet- 
ween East St. Louis, Centreville, 
Cahokia and Sauget. 

Madison and St. Clair county of- 
ficials have been quoted as saying 
the county incentives—not including 
private assistance or aid from the 
state or other governmental 
bodies—total more than $60 million, 

In addition, Governor Thompson 
has said that he will match or exceed 
any other state’s offer of incentives 
for the plant. GM is expected to 
make its choice of a site in about 
four months, 

After GM announced the Saturn 
proposal, Illinois was the first state 
to contact GM and express an in- 
terest in bringing the new plant to 
the state. Input from Illinois com- 
munities then Was sought through a 
series of publi¢ briefings around the 
state, which were attended by local 
leaders. 

Saturn, the first new GM division 
since 1918, is being promoted as a 
new concept in automobile manufac- 
turning. The subcompact Saturn 
automobile is intended to compete 
directly with Japanese cars in cost, 
fuel efficiency and dependability. 

The Saturn facility is expected to 
encompass 4- to 5-million square 
feet.

— That the signatures were not 
numbered correctly on the petitions. 

— That Mrs. Mehelic’s statement 
of economic interest was not filed’by 
the Jan. 21 deadline. 

BUT THE electoral board fouhd 
that the question of duplicate 
signatures was moot (without legal 
significance), since Mr. Mehelic had 
withdrawn his candidacy for 
township highway commissioner.

Bowler bows out of GC mayor's race

Granite City Alderman Paul Ray 
Bowler withdrew from politics—for 
at least the next four years—Thurs- 
day afternoon as he announced that 
he is taking his name off this April's 
ballot for Granite City mayor_and 
will not seek an alderman’s position, 
now or in two years. 

In withdrawing from the mayor's 
race, Bowler urged his supporters to 
vote for Granite City Street 
Superintendent Mac Warfield for 
mayor of the city. 


“WE NOW HAVE a choice. There 
have been 20 years of two groups 
taking turns raping the city. You 
have them again or you have Mac,” 
Bowler contended. 

Warfield, who is Madison County’s 
Democratic Central Committee 
chairman, thanked Bowler for the 
support and predicted victory in 
April. ‘“‘We think we have enough 
people on our side to win. There are 
a lot of politicians and business peo- 
ple on our side. People have talked 
to us for 2% months. I finally decid- 
ed, for the betterment of the city, I 
would run,”’ Warfield sayd. 

Bowler said his political future is 
unclear, but he will spend the next 
few months helping Warfield. “I 
won’t run again for alderman. If 
Mike Modrusic wants to run again 
(in 1987), I'will support him, because 
he’s doing quite a job out there. As 
for my long-range goals, I will have 
to assess that later on. Right now, I 
am assessing our city and our com- 
munity,” Bowler stated. 


BOWLER PREDICTED, “People 
will vote with us. They are tired of 
what is going on in this town. 

Warfield stated, ‘Paul (Schuler, 
the incumbent mayor) is a super 
guy, but he’s just lost control I have 
told him so.”” 


Bowler added, ‘Mayor Schuler 


said in his first campaign for mayor 
that he didn't think anyone should 
serve more than two terms. He has 
served that.’’ (Schuler has been 
mayor since 1973 and is seeking re- 
election to. his fourth four-year 
term). 


WARFIELD SAYS he can help im- 
prove the city as mayor. ‘I can do it. 
I proved that in the street depart- 
ment,” he said. ‘Paul (Schuler) is 
saying he is getting $300,000 for

new amedicine called leukocell has 
beenjfleveloped and now is available 
at afea clinics. No vaccination to 
Prevent the disease had been 
available previously. 

‘etine leukemia is a viral disease 
of| the blood-forming tissues in cats. 
It reduces the number of white blood 
cells" vital to the cat’s immune 
System which leaves the cat wide 
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open to otlier infections. 

According to available literature, 
the disease is widespread, affecting 
one out of every 10 cats in the United 
States. . 

The disease also is very ‘con- 
tagious, since it is spread through 
direct contact with the saliva or the 
urine of infected cats. 

According to Dr. Spector, once a 
cat has contracted the disease, it.is 
not curable. ‘This is why it is very 
important to have your cats vac- 
einated regularly,” he said. 

To be treated, cats must first 
undergo a series of. three shots. 
Afterwards the animals should be 
vaccinated yearly against leukemia, 
along with their distemper and 
rabies vaccinations. 

Dr. Spector said that the side ef- 
fects of the vaccination are minimal. 
“This drug is a big breakthrough in 
the medical field,” he said. “It is the 
first anti-cancer vaccine ever pro- 
duced.”’

He 
adiied that| the well was able to 
“draw down’? the water level by 700 
gallons per| minute, resulting in a 
dr(p of one foot at one monitoring 
point. i : 
WELL WAS tested Jan. 15 
and 16 as 
pumping jsystem designed to 
alleviate flooding due to a high 
underground water table in the area, 
Marshall explained. The well was 
used to pull underground water into 
the Dobrey|Slough and channel it to 
a pump station located at. the end of 
thé slough near Pontoon Road. That 

ip station automatically _ac- 
tivates when the water level in the 
au rises, pulling water into pipes 
Jeading to the Nameoki ditch. From 
there, the) water empties into 
Hérseshoe Lake. 
Corps officials monitored the 
well's operations through the use of 
piezometers, which measure the 


possible addition to a-! 


Piezometers were placed in various 
locations in the slough. 

Marshall says the results of the 
test indicate that a well ‘system 
could be effective in the pumping 
layout in Dobrey Slough. Marshall 
called the system ‘“‘a definite means 
of lowering the groundwater.” 


THERE STILL ARE problems, he 
added. Pumping is still a problem in 
the area of Amos Avenue and North 
Street near Pontoon Road. 

Marshall says his report on the use 
of pumps in the Dobrey Slough must 
be completed by April 1987, while a 
definite plan and specifications for 
reducing flooding in the area may be 
completed in the 1990s. 

Asked why the well and.pumping 
systems weren’t studied before, 
Marshall explained that most of the 
money the Corps has spent on the 
study to this point has gone toward 
developing a computer model to 
determine the best way to use 
pumps in the slough, toward assess- 
ing water quality and toward deter- 
mining‘ the damage caused by 
flooding in the area. 


A CORPS STUDY has shown that 
flooding has resulted in many 
millions of dollars in damages from 
flooded basements, broken sewer 
lines and sinking houses. 


Marshall could not estimate the 
cost of the study and construction of 
a drainage system to alleviate the 
flooding. Considerations such as the 
magnitude of the problem and the 
type of system needed to solve the 
problem will determine the cost of 
the project. 

“Up to this point, we're thinking 
about pumping,” he continued, ‘but 
what will we do with the water that 
we pump out?” 

ALTHOUGH CORPS officials 
have been considering routing the 
water to the Mississippi River, Mar- 
shall said another alternative may 
prove to be more beneficial to water. 
users. 

“We might be able to work out in 
the plan a means of piping the water. 
to industry or some other water 
user. There is some problem with 
water quality. At some places, we’ve 
found it to be high in iron and 
manganese content,” Marshall ex- 
plained, adding that there may be 
some places where the water does 
not have a high element content. 

Marshall is urging industry of- 
ficials or other water users to con- 
tact the Corps if they would be in- 
terested in using water pumped 
from the slough so that the use of the 
water can be included in the plan tq 
reduce flooding in the area.

Non-drivers will find the card 
useful in cashing checks, 
establishing credit and verifying age 
where proof is required. The card 
contains much of the identification 
included on a driver's license. 

Three documents must be furnish- 
ed for proof of identity, including at 


least one indicating the applicant's . 


date of birth. Acceptable documents 
include a birth certificate, drivers 
license, insurance policy, baptismal 
record, cards‘ for Social Security, 
voter’s registration, Selective Ser- 
vice or an established credit card. 
Applicants must furnish Social 
Security numbers. 

The Photo I.D. Card is free to Il- 
linois citizens age 65 and older. 
There is a fee of $4 for five years for 
those under age 65. 

These services are offered by the

More than 200,000 cards have been 
issued since the program was in- 
itiated.

Wolf co-sponsors legjslation to 
help relieve groundwater problems 


State Representative Sam Wolf 
(D-Granite City) announced Friday 
that he will co-sponsor a major in- 
frastructure loan plan which could 
help alleviate chronic water pro- 
blems in the 111th District. 

The Infrastructure Revolving 
Loan Fund, coupled with pending 
federal legislation, would provide up 
to $151 million annually to upgrade 
local sewers, water systems and 
bridges throughout the state. 

“This proposal is especially 
critical to the 111th District, which 
has been plagued with severe water 
problems for many years,” Wolf 
said. ‘The plan would dramatically 
benefit our area and would offset the 
costly expense of repairing and 
replacing deteriorating clay pipes 
with plastic lines. 

“Currently, we are faced with a 
dozen sewer lines in dire need of 
repair and which will cost anywhere 
from $50,000 to $100,000 each,” he ad- 
ded. ‘We've already expended some 
$2 million in sewer repairs alone, but 
due tothe high water table, this is a 
continuing dilemna for us.”” 

Under the plan, the Illinois 
Development Finance Authority 
would be authorized to receive and 
distribute funds provided by the Na- 
tional Infrastructure Fund. Low in- 
terest, 20-year loans would be 
available to local governments to 
supplement bond funds or state and 
federal grants. 

Wolf noted that 20 percent of the 
loans would be earmarked for finan- 
cially depressed communities in the 
state.

SEMC officials say the open house 
will give visitors a chance to view 
the Surgette facility. They will see 
demonstrations of the techniques us- 
ed in the unit. Medical center profes- 
sionals will be on hand to conduct 
tests and give out information. 
Visitors can learn methods of 
evaluating their own health and will 
be able to have their health apprais- 
ed by a computer. The service is free 
of charge. 

Officials urge participants to 
¢ome to the main lobby. on the 
ground floor of SEMC. From there, 
they will proceed to the first floor of 
the Binney Wing, where the Surgette 
unit is located. 

Visitors will be entitled to a free 
colon cancer test. They will be given 
a kit that allows them to test them- 
selves for colon cancer. Information 
and instructions for performing the 
test also will be provided. After per- 
forming the test, visitors are advis- 
ed to bring their kits back to SEMC, 
and the laboratory will analyze the 
tests at no charge. 

A free serum-cholesterol test also 
will be offered. Interested visitors 
will receive a ticket which will enti- 
tle them to have the procedure per- 
formed at SEMC at a later date, free 
of charge 

In addition, visitors may have 
their blood pressures checked. They 
also may have a computerized 
health risk appraisal performed 
SEMC officials ‘say that involves 
having a computerized survey per- 
formed on each individual's 


lifestyle. The survey will identify the . 


10 leading causes of death for a per- 
son of each individual’s age, race 
and sex. It will not only identify 
situations that increase health risks, 
but it will also recommend steps. to 
reduce the risks.

Parents and teachers freqently ask whether 
teachers can use corporal punishment in,a given 
situation. In addition, educators have asked the 
Courts to determine what constitutes excessive 
corporal punishment. In one recent case in Il- 
linois, the Court decided whether punitive 
damages should be allowed in a case where a 
teacher uses excessive corporal punishment. 

The laws of the State of Illinois expressly give 
teachers authority to maintain discipline in the 
classroom for the safety and supervision of the 
students. In 1974 the Illinois Supreme Court 
decided that a teacher's right to discipline 
students will be held to the same test of 
reasonableness which is applied to parents in 
disciplining their own children. If a student does 
bring a Court action against a teacher for ad- 
ministering corporal punishment, the burden is: 
upon the student to prove willful and wanton 
misconduct on the part of the educator. Willful 
and wanton conduct has been defined by the 
Courts as an intentional act or an act which ex- 
hibits a reckless disregard for the safety of 
others. 

lf a teacher does administer excessive |cor- 
poral punishment, the next logical question is 
whether the student can recover punitive 
damages in addition to compensatory damages. 
If the student were only allowed to recover com- 


injured party for the injury sustained, 
and nothing more. If punitive damages weré 
denied in a case such as this, this would lessen 
the potential recovery by the student. 

In a recent case, an elementary ‘student, by. 
his mother, filed suit against a teacher WhO 
allegedly administered excessive corporal 
Punishment. The student filed suit against the 
teacher, the principal, the elementary school, 
and the Board of Education of the school 
district. In this case, the student asked for com- 
pensatory damages as well as punitive 
damages. The Trial Court threw out the Plain- 
tiff’s claim for punitive damages, and the case 
was taken up on appeal. 


In deciding whether punitive damages would 
be allowed, the Appellate Court noted that it 
was generaily recognized that punitive damages 
were awarded to punish an offender.and. to 
deter other similar misconduct. The Appellate 
Caurt felt that punitive damages should not be 
allowed in a case such as this. The Court felt 
that given the important role of education in our 
society, it was not desirable to make potential 
liability for punitive damages a major concern in 
a teacher's mind when he was called. upon.to 
maintain discipline in the classroom. ” ede

Madison, 67 in Venice, 24 in the Long” 


Lake fire district, six in Eagle Park, 

‘five in Venice Township, four in the 
Tri-City Port District and three in 
Cloverleaf-East Madison. 

Altogether, IAW serves 63,000 
customers and provides water for 
3,129 fire hydrants. 

Water also is provided by IAW to 
the Mitchell water district under a 
contract. Mitchell fire district 
hydrants are served by the Mitchell 
water system. 

GREAVES NOTED that the 
amount of a fire hydrant surcharge 
may vary in each of the 28 districts 
where water is provided by IAW. 

After the water firm. has notified 
the ICC which districts have decided 
on various payment plans, the state 
commission will decide the kind of 
surcharge justified for each com- 
munity. 

Although the surcharge is likely to 
go into effect immediately on July 1, 
the next general water rate altera- 
tion would follow by néarly a year 
the filing of a new rate schedule. The 
ICC is empowered to approve, 
amend or reject such requests. 

FIRE SERVICE COSTS may ap- 
pear to be high but reflect the fact 
that bigger lines are required—6-, 8- 
or 10-inch mains instead of the 2- or 
+inch pipes that would be adequate 
for homes, Greaves said. ~ 

Also, the network of pipes must be 
in place at all times, regardless of 


whether it is needed often or only 
rarely to respond toa fire. 

IF CUSTOMERS were to pay fully 
for their hydrants, through bigger 
payments by cities and districts to 
IAW, general water bills would be 
lowered accordingly by the state, 
Greaves asserted. 

Those districts electing not to pay 
for hydrants may then be able to 
lower their taxes or to expand the 
funds on-hand for equipment, per- 
sonnel or other obligations, 
legislators have indicated. 

The question of whether or not 
hydrants should be subsidized is no 
longer debatable, as Greaves sees it. 
The General Assembly has decided 
that the subsidy must end, and it is 
up to water suppliers and taxing 
bodies to implement the new law. 

ALTHOUGH WATER bills 
already contain the statement that 
“a portion of this bill is attributable 
to public fire protection service pro- 
vided to municipalities or fire pro- 
tection districts,” the topic will take 
on new meaning in July, when sur- 
charges also are billed. 

In the meantime, IAW is busy 
determining the exact number of 
water customers in each city or 
district. 

This is one of the facts that the ICC 
will take into account (along with 
hydrant payments or non- 
payments) in formulating surcharge 
rates, a spokesman said.

Five champions! GCHS matmen tops in SWC

COLLINSVILLE — Granite City 
High School’s wrestling team had 
something prove during Satur- 
day’s- Southwestern Conference 
meet in Vergil Fletcher Gym- 
nasium.

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SIUE anthropologist conducts 
excavation at Cahokia Mounds 


Evidence uncovered during an ar- 
chaeplogical excavation at Cahokia 
Mounds has revealed the existence 
of 14 prehistoric structures, 53 pits, a 
hearth, six postmolds, a possible 
Palisade line segment, a mount and 
a borrow pit. 

The test excavation was con- 
ducted by Southern Illinois Universi- 
ty at Edwardsyille for the State 
Department of Conservation, with 
William I. Woods, member of the an- 
thropological faculty at the universi- 
ty, as principal investigator. 


THE|AREA UNDER investigation 
is being considered as a site for a 
Pi interpretive center at 
‘Cahokia Mounds. 

According to Woods, the primary 
objectives of the investigation were 
to define features near the surface 
relating to the Late Woodland and 
Mississippian occupations of the site 
and to determine the relative densi- 
ty of archaeological remains within 
the proposed construction area. 

A study. of aerial photographs of 
the site had revealed within the 
Study area the existence of four 
Possible unrecorded mounds, four 
Possible palisade lines, a large 


prehistoric residential area and a 
prehistoric borrow pit. 

TO SAMPLE topographic features 
and verify as many cultural features 
identified on the photographs as 
possible, four test trenches, tied into 
a master grid, were dug within the 
proposed construction area. 

Woods said that a controlled sur- 
face collection of the area yielded a 
quantity of cultural material: After 
the overburden was removed, 77 
features were defined and mapped. 
These consisted of 14 structures, 53 
pits, one hearth, six post molds, a 
possible palisade line segment, a 
mound and a prehistoric borrow pit. 

Woods said the borrow pit, which 
extended for more than 50 meters 
within one five-meter wide trench, 
appeared to have filled in naturally 
— however, concentrations of 
materials and features within it sug- 
gest subsequent prehistoric utiliza- 
tion. 

THE MOUND, the borrow pit, and 
selected features. were cored in 
order to record depth and fill 
descriptions.

the ystate’s«96,000 farms will be in- 

clude in the survey. About a third of 
the farmers contacted will be asked 
about cdsts of producing forage. 

Past USDA surveys show that U.S. 

* farmers spent more than $131 billion 
in 1983 to produce crops, livestock 
and poultry. Farm production ex- 
penditures need to be surveyed to 
establish the farmers’ financial 

, well-being compared with other sec- 
tors of the nation’s economy, to com- 
pute. the parity price index and to 
help establish estimates of-net farm 
income. - 

Even though USDA officials know 
that production expenses have been 
increasing, the annual survey helps 
to measure total farm expenses, 
their impact on net farm income and 
the actual percentage change from 
year to year. It also helps determine 
items farmers are buying and the 
percentage each group of com- 
modities is of the total expenditure. 

USDA officials report that for 
.agriculture, 1984 was another year 
of continued unfavorable cost-price 
relationships for Illinois farmers. 
Weatherwise, the season began with 
wet weather, turned dry in midsum- 
mer and was followed by a wet fall 
harvest.

New ruling on local lawyers 


U.S. District Judge James B. Par- 
sons last week dismissed a lawsuit 
by Madison County lawyers seeking 
to block the Illinois Attorney 
Registration and Disciplinary Com- 
mission from proceeding with pro- 
fessional misconduct complaints. 

In his ruling at Chicago, the 
federal judge agreed to let them 
reinstate their suit within six months 
if the Illinois Supreme Court does 
not} in the meantime address con- 
stitutional issues raised by them 

THE COMPLAINTS were filed in 
April 1984 with the commission, an 
agency of the Supreme . Court, 
against William Schooley Jr., Leon 
G. Scroggins, Morris B. Chapman 
and William S. Beatty, all with 
Granite City offices, Jon G. Carlson 
of Edwardsville and L. Thomas 
Lakin of East Alton. 

They were accused of active ef- 
forts in the 1980 judicial election 
campaign against retention of Cir- 
cuit Judges Victor Mosele and John 


Urges glaucoma 
checks regularly 


Medical doctors who are 
ophthalmologists (eye physicians 
and surgeons) ‘are observing Eye 
Health Care Month by 
statewide warnings on the threat of 
Glaucoma, especially to persons 
over 40. 

According to D. Jeffrey S. Ten- 
nant, president of the Illinois 
Associtation of Ophthalmology, 
47,000 persons become blind each 
year — and the Natiorjal Society To 
Prevent Blindness reports that half 
of all blindness is preventable. 

“One of the primary causes of un- 
necessary blindness is overlooked 
glaucoma,"’ Dr. Tennant said. 

Glaucoma is a disease of the eye in 
which pressure inside the eye is 
higher than. it should be. A 
dangerous myth concerning 
glaucoma is the belief that you may 
be warned of its presence by eye 
pain, seefhg halos ‘around lights or 
excessive tearing. The most com- 
mon type of glaucoma causes no 
pain or symptoms, Dr. Tennant said. 

“If diagnosed and treated early, 
glaucoma can be controlled and 
sight can be saved,” Dr. Tennant 
reported. ‘‘Everyone over 40 should 


have a thorough medical eye check’ 


periodically, whether or not glasses 
or contaets are worn” he concluded.

HE ADDED THAT if disciplinary 
commission rules ‘‘are enforced in 
such a way as to provide that a 
‘lawyer cannot speak freely on any 
issue, including the retention of the 
judiciary, then they are unconstitu- 
tional.

of competition and not of restrictive 
regulation. Our experience, in other 
areas of telecommunications that 
have been subjected to competition, 
is that prices have either gone down 
or increased less than under tradi- 
tional rate regulation. I expect that 
this competition will, over time, pro- 
vide rate reductions for many long 
distance calls in Illinois”. 

Since the divestiture of AT&T, 
which introduced competition in the 
telecommunications industry, the 
number of long distance companies 
providing service in Illinois has 
grown from one, AT&T, to four, with 
AT&T having generally higher rates 
than its competitors. 

Although the approval of the com- 
pany’s proposal provides com- 
petitive flexibility and offers en- 
couraging signs of increased price 
competition among Illinois long 
distance carriers, Chairman O'’Con- 
nor noted that ‘‘in making rate ad- 
justments, the company can not 
discriminate between small and 
larger users, urban and rural 
customers nor between rotary and 
touch-tone subscribers.”’ 

In another telecommunication 
decision, the commission authorized 
Satellite Business Systems (SBS) to 
offer its customers long-distance 
directory assistance at charges of 45 
cents per call. SBS is one of several 
long distance carriers offering ser- 
vice within Illinois. 

Commissioner Andrew C. Barrett 
did not participate in this decision.
